CLEANS UP SAPULPA 


Bootleggers, 
Gamblers, 
Prostitutes 


and Other Undesirable Citizens 
on the Run in Creek County. 


Sapulpa, April 6.—Judge Josiah G. 
Davis judge-elect of Creek county, is 
no doubt the busiest judge in Okla­ 
homa today. 
For some time past the 
idea has been prevalent here that a 
large per cent of the business men 
wanted Sapulpa open. 
For some rea­ 
son the city has been decidedly open 
for a long time and Sapulpa won a 
reputation among gamblers, lewd wo­ 
men, bootleggers and vags that fol­ 
low, for her decided easiness. Now 
times are changing. 
A local newspa­ 
per, The Evening News, came out a 
short time since with its front page 
bearing a half-tone cut of Judge Da­ 
ws and publishing an interview with 
him to the effect that every man con­ 
victed in his court for selling intoxi­ 
cating liquors was going to serve a 
jail sentence regardless of his wealth 
or station. 
Since then raids by coun­ 
ty officials have been frequent and 
last evening 12 men were caught in 
one place, a joint, and the whole doz­ 
en placed in county jail where they 
stayed until 3:30 o clock this after­ 
noon. 
They were at this hour given 
an arraignment. Lon Ammerman, the 
supposed owner of the joint, was re­ 
leased on bond of $500, while the l l 
others charged with vagrancy, went 
back to jail to await trial May 4th. 
Those who can do so will be granted 
bond of $200 each. 
A report is cur­ 
rent on the streets of the city to­ 
night that a raid is in progress and 
all those without visible means of 
support are ordered to hike out of 
town without delay and never to re­ 
turn. They are certainly getting out.

There have never been more elabo­ 
rate decorations for the table than 
there are this winter and they are 
for the sake of novelty made of candy. 
They are nearly as costly as the real 
flowers. 
Rosebuds somewhat smaller 
than 
the original are made in pink and 
white and glisten like their natural 
prototypes with dewdrops. 
They cost 
15 cents each, while violets as large 
as the best of the natural ones 
and 
seemingly lacking only the fragrance 
of the real flowers cost 
five cents 
more. 
Jonquils are made somewhat 
smaller than the real size and so are 
the exquisite purple flags, which have 
the same variety of shades as the orig­ 
inals. 
The candies are an expensive 
item at a dinner when the guests take 
it into their heads to eat them. 
It 
rarely happens, however, that more 
than one or two persons make this un­ 
usual use of them.

Precautions Will Prolong Usefulness 


of Dainty Garments. 


Colored 
embroideries should 
ba 


washed In suds made of white soap la 
moderately warm water. They must 
never be boiled nor allowed to He wet 
after washing. Instead, they should ba 
bung up immediately to dry In a shady 
place. 


Sunlight will fade the colors, and 


boiling 'or lying in a wet heap, will 
cause them to run. 


An added precaution well worth 


adopting Is to Immerse the piece pre- 
vious to washing It in water contain- 
ing a cupful or two of vinegar, tbe ob- 
ject being to neutralize the alkali ot 
the soap. 


Embroidered 
and 
lace-trimmed 


pieces should be taken from tbe line 
while but half dry and Immediately 
ironed to secure the best result. 


Never iron lace with the point of tha

Newest Use to Be Made of Flowered 


Cretonne. 


The newest use for the popular flow- 


ered cretonne Is in a draught pro- 
tector. It ts about half a yard deep 
and Is used to prevent too great a 
draught when the lower sash of a win- 
dow Is opened. To make one, take a 
atfip of tbe cretonne and a strip of 
sateen the width of the window and 
sew them together all round, having 
first put up an Interlining of stout 
brown paper. Than edge the whole 
thing with a pretty cord, making a 
loop of the cord at the two top coi- 
ners, by which the protector Is hung 
on to two brass hooks In the window 
frame.

out giving immediate notice thereof 
to the recorder." 


Another section of this ordinance 


states no other parties are alowed 
to use water from the same hydrant, 
unless permission is granted.

secLions of this ordinance, that I find 
being violated. I hereby warn all 
parties that same will be done, and 
parlies will be arrested if the or- 
dinance is not complied with.
